A '& april, fifteen Companies of the Eu- 
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liſh -Grenadiers, the Argyleſorre and 
Sig Highlanders of that Party, and all 
the Duke's Cavalry, advanced towards 
the Sey, under the Conduct of the 
Duke himſelf, aſſiſted by Major General 
Hie. This Party no ſooner arrived 
on the Bank of the River, than immedi- 
ately the Cavalry began to paſs it, under 
cover of two Pieces of Cannon.
